Besides the strong array of legal tal- 
ent actively engaged in the case, more 
than 8 lawyers who had no direct in- 
terest were there to hear the proceed- 
ings. 

Courtroom Is Packed. 

Court clerks and women stenograph- 
ers from all parts of the building packei 
the space between the benches and the 
Judge’s private entrance. All of the 
seats for witnesses and spectators were 
filled and many who could not gain en- 
trance to the room stood in the cor- 
ridors and peered through the glass 
doors of the main entrance. 

When the case was called at 10 a. m., 
Attorney William Kohn, acting for Ot- 
tofy, presented the affidavit as to Ot- 
tofy’s iliness.

RANDOLPH HIDDEN 
THEN IS RETURNED 


Wife of Merchant Arrested After 
His Death—Man She Be- 
friended Hunted. 


CARBINE MISSING 4 HOURS 
Manner in Which It Was Re- 
turned Unsolved—Box With 
Cartridges Gone, Found. 


Four hours after Richard Randolph. 
merchant, lawyer and politician, had 
been shot in the back through a hole in 
the skylight at his store, the Centra! 


Merchandise Co., 16 North Fourth street 
the 44-caliber carbine with which he was 
shot was found about 8 o'clock last 
night lying against the wall, not 10 feet 
from where the shot was fired. 

For four hours the police and detec- 
tives had swarmed over the building 
searching for the assassin and had not 
found him nor the weapon that he used. 
The circumstances under which the 
weapon was found indicate that the 
siayer may have been concealed in the 
building all the time, in a hiding place 
previously selected, with the rifle in 
his hands. 

Wife Is Under Arrest. 

Randolph died at the city hospital 
three hours after he was shot. His 
wife. Mrs. Della Randolph. is under 
arrest. The city is being searched for 
Raiph Holliday, friend of Mrs. Ran- 
dolph, named by Randolph in a suit for 
divorce which he had filed. The carbin2 
had been in Holliday’s possession. When 
found it contained one empty shell and 
eight loaded cartridges. At 2002 Wash 
street, where Holliday had. been living 
in rooms furnished vy Mrs. Randolph, 
the police found a box of cartridges 
from which nine had been taken. 

Randolph was shot as he stood beside 
the desk of his stenographer and book- 
keeper, Miss Louise Morris of 5453 Ver- 
non avenue. A meeting of the board >of 
directors of the Torchon Lace and Mer- 
cantile Co., 19 South Third street, of 
which Randolph was president, was be- 
ing held in the front part of the store. 
The men attending the meeting were 
Charies J. Comstock, Oscar E. Deich- 
mann, Charlies and F. T. Mooreman 
Adoiph Noltkamper, shipping clerk, was 
also in the store. 

Although police and 
searched the building many times, it 
contains so many hiding places that the 
assassin might have evaded them. Wait- 
ing until after dark, he is believed to 


have crept from his concealment, placed | 


the weapon where it was found, and 
escaped. 
Only One Ballding Exit. 

It is not believed that he ran from the 
building after shooting Randolph, car- 
rying the weapon with him, and re- 
turned after dark and placed it where it 
was found. He could not have run from 
the building in daylight, through the 
Only exit, into Fourth street, Carrying 
a rifle, without being seen by many 
persons.

PARIS, March 2%.—Bombardment of 
the Turkish fortifications in the Darda, 
nelleg was resumed at 10 o'clock yester- 
day morning by an allied fleet, accord- 
ing to an Athens dispatch to the Havas 
Agency. The warships were accompe 
nied into the straits by a number -t 
mine sweepers. 

Tt has been knuwn for some time, from 
announcements made in France, that a 
strong force of soldiers, perhaps 100,00 
men, had been assembled in North Afri- 
ca for operations in the Dardanelles.

Her marriage took place in July, 1847. 
Jackson then was a Major, serving as 
instructor in the Virginia Military Insti- 
tute in Lexington. She became a close 
student of military tactics and always 
took an aggressive interest in the for- 
tunes of the Confederate armies. After 
her husband died of wounds in 1863 she 
wrote a volume of memoirs of his career.

Another 
woman has been found who correspond- 
ed .with tle fervid ‘“‘Oliver.”’ She has 
turned over to the United States District 
Attorney several letters signed ‘‘Oliver, ’ 
and they are idéntical, Hershenstein 
Bays, with the letters similarly signed 
which were written to Rae Tanzer, who 
is Suing James W. Osborne for $50,000 for 
breath of promise, and to Rose Helen 
Kaiser. 

The letters will be produced before 
Onited States Commissioner Houghton 
in the hearing this afternoon and the 
woman who got them may be producéd 
also. Osborne will face his accuser for 
the first time in public. It was ori his 
affidavit that a warrant was issued for 
Miss Tanzer’s arrest on the charge of 
using the mails in an attempt to de- 
fraud. 

Justice Newburger heard arguments 
today on the motion of James W. Os- 
borne to compel counsel for Miss Tan:

Fourteen Vessels Fired at Turkish Batteries, 


Intact—Battleship 


Ashore in Range of Guns.

BY ARDANELLES, Thursday, March 18. 


via Constantinople and Berlin, March 21, 
and London, March 24,—One French bat- 
tleship, the Bouvet, sent to the bottom; 
one Briish battleship, name unknown 
as yet to the observers on shore, driv- 
en on the beach and battered to pieces, 
and three other ships of the allies dam- 
aged, to such an extent that it was 
found necessary to take them out of 
action, while on the other side of. the 
Turkish forts on the Dardanelles have 
not been silenced and the losses suf- 
fered by their garrisons are nominal; 
these are details of the result of the 
tremendous efforts made by the allied 
fleet on March 18 to force the passage 
of the Dardanelles. 

The action lasted nearly seven hours, 
during which time there was a terrific 
cannonade from:the ships of the allies 
and the Turkish forts... The fire from 
the warships at times was exceedingly 
severe, while the Turkish gunners main- 
tained their precision wonderfully, even 
when they were literally buried in the 
earth and debris which the exploding 
shells from the warships threw broad- 
cast over their positions. 


14 Ships in the Attack.’ 
The allies appeared about 11:30 a. m., 


throwing. their first shells in the town 
of Chanak-Kalessi. Their vessels at this 
hour numbered four French and five 
British battleships. A little later five 
other British warships entered the bay 
and the bombardment rapidly became 
truly terrific and wonderfully spectacu- 
iar. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press had taken shelter in Fort Chimen- 
lik, but he was driven out by shells to 
a position on a hill outside the town. 
But even this hill already was burning 
in two places as a result of exploding 
shells. In the beginning the range of the 
British and French gunners was excel- 
lent. The correspondent saw a shell land 
fair on a corner of the Fort Kalesul- 
tanie tower and tear out a large hole in 
the masonry. This routed out a party of 
newspaper correspondent, who were just 
about to leave cover. : 

While traversing Chanak Kalessi sev- 
eral houses were knocked to pieces by 
exploding shells. The trip to the town 
was accelerated by the _ well-directed 
shots. While the correspondents were 
on the water front several large shells 
=xploded 100 yards away, and splinters 
from them filled the air. 

This attention from the British gun- 
ners was due to the fact that the party 
of correspondents was moving along in 
the center of a body of soldiers. The 
fire from the warships soon became gen- 
eral. One shell buried ‘itself in the 
ground close to the group of observers; 
fortunately, in exploding, it did no dam- 
age. The hillside toward which the cor- 
respondents were making their way 
finally was reached at about 12:30. 
It was then seen that the British had 
cuncentrated their fire upon the forts. 
The noise of the explosions and the 
replies of the Turkish batteries were 
deafening. The area of fire was so 
extended that at certain times the cor- 
respondents were unable to find cover 
anywhere. A _ certain vantage point, 
however, was finally decided on and 
from this position the observers looked 
upon a wonderful assault; the concten- 
trated attack of a iarge group of modern 
battleships against ‘well-built and de- 
fended land fortifications. 
The British ships were firing heavily 
and continuously. At times the smoke 
was so thick that it completely blotted 
out the horizon and totally enveloped 
the particular fort under fire. One would 
get glimpses of the fortifications lifting 
their heigher points out of clouds of 
gray smoke The severity of the fire led 
one to think the fort had been blown 
away, but time and again the smoke 
cleared and showed the Turkish ‘posi- 
tion virtually undamaged. 

Many Houses Destroyed. 
The fire of the Turks was rapid and 
accurate, sO much so that the fire, from 
the allied warships began to be erratic. 
Many shots flew high, while others fell 
short. One result of this was that the 
town of Chanak Kalessi, behind Forts 
Hamidieh and Chemenlik, had wide ave- 
nues cut through it. Fire broke out 
in the Greek quarter and destroyed a 
«Onsiderable number of houses. Ih the 
roeanwhile Turkish soldiers were firmed 
into fire brigades and were successful in 
keeping the: flames down. 
The bombardment reached its great- 
est intensity at 3:15 in the afternoon, 
when, of a sudden, the Bouvet was ob- 
served to be rising.-low by the stern. 
The next: minute she swung a little to 
port. At the same moment her after- 
deck disappeared under water. For 
about two minutes she held in ‘this po- 
sition, the water nearing her conning 
tower. Then she settled completely by 
the stern, her bows clear of the water 
and pointing toward the sky. The next 
instant the waves closed over the ill- 
fated vessel. On shore it was believed 
that she had struck a mine. Boats 
rushed to the rescue, but_,only a few 
men were saved. 
A few minutes later a large Turkish 
thell was seen to strike the deck of a 
British vessel. When the smoke of the 
explosion had cleared away it was seen 
that the vessel’s foremast had been cut 
off near the crow’s nest and bent to 
one side. The mast rigging was hang- 
ing down in a tangled mass. This same 
shot apparently also damaged the ma- 
chinery, for it could be seen that the 
vessel was experiencing difficulty in 
gaining the open sea: 

This was hardly over when another 
vessel was struck heavily on deck. She 
also was obliged to retire under a gall- 
ing Turkish fire. ° 


Ran Ashore Within Range. 
“But the greatest tragedy came at 


° about 4:45 in the afternoon when a

the allies stood by and protected their

on the Turkish forts, but the coming 
of night obliged them to withdraw, 
leaving behind them the ill-fated ves- 
el. The Turkish gunners directed an 
accurate fire against her, and she was 
Still holding out at the time this dis- 
patch was written. Eight shots were 
seen to strike this vessel’s deck full 
and square within 10 minutes. Never- 
theless she continued to return 
terrific fire. Her shots ‘had 
Parent effect on the fort.’ 


So far as has been ascertained up to 
the present time the Turkish losses to- 
day have been one gun jammed by de- 
bris, two men- killed and 15 slightly 
wounded. Other reports on damages 
have not yet come in, but it is under- 
Stood that they are very slight. 

The fire from all the vessels of the 
allied fleet came to an end at sundown. 
But. no. gun in- a Turkish fort was si- 
Jenced, in spite of the fact that some- 
thing between 1200 and’ 2000 shells were 
fired at the shore positions. Tonight 
Chanak Kalessi is still burning in two

Tv the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

And now comes another holdup, which is no 
other than the new-fangled Federal drug law. 
My wife went to the drug store to have a bottle 
refilled with cough syrup which the family phy- 
sician prescribed and which we have been using 
for over a year. The M. D. said it was a good 
thing to always keep on hand for any cough; 
but Mr. Druggist throws up both hands this time 
and says: “Can’t do it; must have a new pre- 
scription each time from the doctor.’ The medi- 
cine costs 35 cents for three ounces. A new pre- 
scription costs $1 each time, ,therefore, instead of 
‘35 cents its $1.85 for three ounces. Going some, 
is it not? The money sharks can’t beat this 
game. Who was back of this law? some medical 
scciety or doctors’ trust? 

This bill, I believe, was enacted to prevent 
drug users or dope fiends, whichever you wish te 
call them, from obtaining certain drugs without 
a Pphysician’s prescription. Are the physicians 
interested in the dope fiends? I answer no— 
emphatically no. Are the physicians interested in 
writing prescriptions? I answer yes, emphati- 
cally yes, because that means the almighty dollar 
must be handed over before the victim gets it. 
The dope fiend will die sooner or later, anyhow, 
80 why not get all the dollars out of them they 
can. So much for that. , 

. Now what gets my goat is: Just because a few 
thousand or even a million people in these United 
States are drug users should the ban be put on a 
working man and -the poorer folks who are able 
to save a few dollars, and it must be admitted 
this is a hard proposition nowadays—by having 
a bottle of medicine refilled at the drug store. Is 
it not unjust? Is is not a hold-up? A doctor's 
graft? Are the people going to swallow it just 
‘as they do other foolish laws? 

Next thing we know we will wake up some 
bright morning and discover that we must have a 
,a@octer’s prescription to get a glass of beer or a 
rink of whisky because some pc®ple have be- 
‘come intoxicated by their use, and the doctors 
will, of course, try to “rescue” the whole nation 
because of that fact. Why not?

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RESTITUTION ALWAYS TO BE APPROVED. 

The School Board’s deal for a high school site 
has given rise to varied suggestions, and here and 
there to attempts to minimize the seriousness 
of the facts disclosed. 
But no suggestion has been heard that all but 
2 reasonable profit out of the $11,500 made on the 
deal should be returned to the board. Such a 
course might remove unjust suspicions from some 
who co-operated innocently in putting the deal 
through. It would give back the sum which thou- 
sands of small cottagers paid in school taxes with’ 
difficulty, in a time of much unemployment. Res- 
titution is always an action to be approved in such 
a case. 
To pay back $11,000 would still leave $500 in 
velvet, a tolerably remunerative return for a 
couple of weeks’ work and about the amount that 
would have been realized had only the usual rea] 
estate agent’s commission been charged. 
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AN UNHOLY ALLIANCE. 

One of the most prominent manufacturers in 
the Middle West recently expressed the opinion 
that the only obstacle to American: prosperity was 
the senseless pessimism of Wall street. 

How senseless this pessimism is may be inferred 
from a statement credited to President Thomas 
of the Lehigh Valley Railroad, who was reported 
last week to have said: 

“The continued prosperity of the United States 
depends almost entirely upon what is done in 
Washington. 

“I would authorize an expenditure of $10,000,000 
tomorrow if the situation in Washington was 
clear. : 

“But the uncertainty of which I speak means 
that we must withhold this $10,000,000 expenditure 
for an indefinite period.”’ 

At the very time that Mr. Thomas was pouring 
forth this tale of woe the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road was adyertising a quarterly dividend of 21-2 
per cent on its common stock and 21-2 per cent 
on its preferred stock. A railroad that is paying 
10 per cent dividends is not starving to death, 
whatever “the situation in Washington" may be. 

There is no situation in Washington that is 
hostile to business. There has been no other time 
in 10 years in which there was so little crusading 
against business or in which businéss had so lit- 
tle to fear from politics. There kag been no time 
in 10 years in which beg?itmaio tasipess could face 
the future with so little uncertainty. Yet Wall 
street cdntinues to talk calamity, think calamity 
and dream calamity. When it might be making 
New York the fenancial center of the world, it 
spends its time in conspiring against an adminis- 
tration that cannot be bought or be bullied.” 

The feeling is growing that Wall street wants 
no prosperity unless it can hog it all, and that 
the typical Wall street banker’s idea of pros- 
perity is 6 per cent for loans, with 5 per cent 
commission and 51 per cent of the common stock 
as A bonus.

Those who were interested in-the principle of 
public help for dependent mothers with little 
children have been looking for a bill that would 
be an improvement over the St. Louis and Kansas 
City laws. The idea was to make the law apply 
to the entire State, so that every community 
would be benefited, and to extend its workings so 
as to-care for all needy, helpless mothers who had 
been left with children, whether the fathers were 
dead, in prison, or physically or mentally inca- 
pacitated. 

Instead of this, we have a bill which is nothing 
nore than a meddlesome attempt to put a stop to 
the good work the St. Louis Board of Children’s 
Guardians has been doing. It applies only to St. 
Louis, and loads the work of guardianship upon 
the Juvenile Court, which already has enough 
to do. 

There is no demand for such a bill and no 
reason why it should have been put through the 
Legislature. It-should be vetoed.
